Vladivostok. Ju ne 13.—A series of 
interviews which have been given ou t 
by naval officers who su rvived the bat­ 
tle of the sea of Jap an has develop ed 
a most sensational story of the cau ses 
of the Ru ssian disaster first of all and 
the comp lete demoralization which fol­ 
lowed the sinking of the flagship 
Kniaz Sou varofif and the wou nding of 
Admiral Rojestvensky. It is exp lained 
that not a single officer of the fleet 
knew the commander-in-chief’s p lans. 
The admirals in command of divisions 
knew no more than the su b-lieu tenants 
and had to rely entirely on the signals 
of the flagship . 
Admiral Nebogatoff. 
u p on whom the command devolved, 
had seen Rojestvensky only once after 
the ju nctu re of their squ adrons, and 
then only for fifteen minu tes* 
All the stories of extensive target 
p ractice in Madagascar it seems were 
false. 
Du ring the entire voyage there 
was p ractically no training in gu nnery 
worthy of the name, and the big gu n 
p ractice was confined to three shots 
p er vessel, 
i gly stories are told of 
the hap p enings at Madagascar. Borne 
of the crews certainly were u ntrained 
in gu nnery and. exhau sted by the eight 
months’ voyage u nder trying moral 
and 
p hysical 
conditions, 
were 
no 
match 
for 
the 
veteran 
Jap anese, 
whose marksmanship was wonderfu l. 
The Jap anese concentrated their fire 
on one ship u ntil she was p laced ou t 
of action, aid then on mother, thu s 
su ccessively sinking the Oslabya. Al­ 
exander III 
and Kniaz Oou varoff. 
Some ship s develop ed 
dep lorable 
stru ctu ral defects. The Oslabya sank 
withou t having a single hole below the 
water line. 
Heavy seas entered the 
vessel above the water line, and tfce 
watertight comp artments. Which were 
changed several tiroes du ring the voy­ 
age. did not stand the strain they had 
been calcu lat'd to stand, ami bu rst, 
flooding and keeling the vessel over 
u ntil she tu rned tu rtle. 
I^aek 
of hnmogenitv 
among the 
ship s made it imp ossible to maneu ver 
in harmony. The Vladimir Monomach, 
Admiral Ou shakoff and Admiral Sen- 
iavln had to lag behind, on this ac­ 
cou nt becoming easy victims. 
Final­ 
ly. the ammu nition was exhau sted af­ 
ter the first day's fight. 
Even the very morning of the bat­ 
tle. while the bu zzing of the wireless 
Instru ments on 
the 
Ru ssian 
ship s 
showed that the Jap anese scou ts were 
commu nicating their disp ositions to 
Admiral Togo. Admiral Rojestvensky 
continu ed his careless maneu vering, 
and when the Jap anese actu ally ap ­ 
p eared the Ru ssians were cau ght in 
an imp ossible formation and were at­ 
tacked on three fronts. 
Ttojestven- 
sky’s p osition was cramp ed and his 
transp orts 
were 
badly 
p laced 
and 
cau sed confu sion. While the Jap anese 
were raining p rojectiles even from 
machine gu ns on the Ru ssian ship s, 
the latter 
were hu ddled 
together, 
blanketing each other’s fire. Only the 
leaders of the colu mns cou ld bring 
their gu ns to bear, and even those the 
u ntrained gu nners fired wildly. 
To render matters worse, the mine« * 
and floating torp edoes strewn in the 
p aths of the Ru ssian divisions added 
to the confu sion. 
The Borodino, Ad 
ndral Nakhimoff and Navarin fell vic­ 
tims to these obstru ctions. 
It is a heartrending narrative that 
Ru ssia and the 
world shou ld know 
The sailors and officers were not al 
together to blame. 
The main fau lt 
lies elsewhere. There were many he­ 
roes among the Ru ssians. 
Cap tein 
Berkh of the Oslabya committed su i­ 
cide on her bridge as the ship sank 
rather than save himself. There were 
thou sands 
of * other 
heroes 
whoce 
names the world will never know.

As soon as the p rice drop s the farmers 
set the hens, bu t not u ntil the p rice 
does come down can the setting hen be 
p u t to work. 
This year the p rice has 
remained above normal and farmers 
continu e to sell 
their 
eggs.

means that the laying and hatching 
seasonjwill be over before long ju id 
next year’s su p p ly of chicks will be 
sho**t.

The meeting

of the Arlington hank did not m a­ 
terialize. 
This is the second 
time 
that a meetings has been called and 
not held. 
Carl V. Nip p , attorney for 
the bank, says that there are 
two 
creditors who refu se to sign a receip t 
and release tlte hankers and as all ot 
the dep ositors mu st sign in retu rn for 
their money, the m atter hangs fire. 
Several agreements have been made 
bu t when the time comes to sign u p 
the 
dep ositors 
have 
backed 
ou t. 
These men, it is said, make it a ru le 
to never signfany p ap ers of any kind. 
Messrs. Jones ami Goodrich have 
obtained all the money necessary to 
cover the deficit with the excep tion of 
some 
i» ercent. and notes which be­ 
come du e in Bep tembej, and which 
will p robably be accep ted by the tru s 
tees in order to cover this p er cent. 
If this is done the final settlement 
wilUhot be affected u ntil Sep tember. 
The bank's attorneys, have dep osit­ 
ed the money in the new bank at Ar­ 
lington. 
They will not p ay it ou t u n­ 
til the dep ositors sign the release. 
It 
is thou ght hat 25 or 30 p er cent, divi­ 
dends will be p aid to the creditors 
within a week.

Washington, Ju ne 13.—Negotiations 
between Washington and St. Peters­ 
bu rg and between Washington and 
Tokio are in p rogress ai d the final ar 
rangements for the p eace conference 
in its essential details, ere likely to 
be a qu estion of only a few days 
As 
soon as the arrangements are com­ 
p leted definitely an armistice will he 
agreed u p on and the armies in Man­ 
chu ria will lower their bayonets p end­ 
ing the formal negotiations of a p er­ 
meant treaty of p eace. 
It can be said that the p lace of the 
meeting of the p lenip otentiaries of the 
two governments has not been finally 
selected. In the arrangements of this 
detail and others of like imp ortance, 
President Roosevelt is acting as an 
intermediary between Ru ssia and Jap ­ 
an. Ru ssia, throu gh Ambassador Cas­ 
sini. has indicated her p reference for 
one p lace for the holding of the p eace 
conference; and Jap an, throu gh Min­ 
ister Takahira. has su ggested another. 
It is intimated officially fhat an agree­ 
ment on the p lace of holding the con- 
ftrence ;;iay be determined on in a 
few days, bu t no su ggestion, excep t 
of a negative character, of the choice 
of either of the belligerents, is obtain* 
ahlp . 
It is known that neither Wash­ 
ington nor the battlefield of Manchu ­ 
ria was the selection of either Ru ssia 
or Jap an. Fu rther than that informa­ 
tion of a definite natu re was withheld. 
There is no su ggestion that in the 
qu estion of the selection of the loca­ 
tion of the p eace conference Presi- 
Itent Roosevelt shall act as an arbi­ 
ter. It is exp ected that the two gov- 
ernmenfs p rincip ally interested will 
have no seriou s difficu lty in reaching 
an agreement on that p oint as Ru ssia 
already has indicated informally that 
Jap an’s selection of a p lace p robably 
Wou ld be satis i act ory to Emp eror 
Nicholas. 
Du ring the p ast two weeks the p res­ 
ident’s efforts have 
been 
directed 
toward bringing the belligerents Into 
amicable contact on the basis of a 
mu tu al agreement to consider terms 
of p eace. 
This he has finally accom- 
nllshed. it remains now for the bellig 
erent p owers to name their p lenip o­ 
tentiaries and agree u p on a time and 
nlaee for them to meet to discu ss 
terms and to negotiate a treaty of 
’» care 
These details are now u nder 
consideration, with a bright p rosp ect 
that su ch minor differences as may 
®xiat will be resolved within a few 
days. 
It Is u nderstood in a high official 
finarter here that Marqu is Ito, Baron 
Komu ra. minister for foreign affairs, 
md General Ya&aeata. chief of staff, 
are the three u nder consideration by 
the emp eror of Jap an as p lenip oten­ 
tiaries and that the Inclination of the 
belligerents I. that each select t wo 
p lenip otentiaries 
M Nelidoff. ambas­ 
sador of Ru ssia at Paris, who nego* 
Mated and fWgned the celebrated trea­ 
ty of Ban Btefano. following the war 
between Ru ssia and Tu rkey. Is u n­ 
derstood to have ooen tentatively se­ 
lected* by Ru ssia^ and it is su ggested 
as p ossible that he may lie assisted 
by Baron Rosen, thou gh this lacks of­ 
ficial confirmation.
